Proclamation by the Governor. 

Whereaa, the following Act, to-erit: 

AN ACT to raise Volunteer Foroes, to repel the 

invasion of the State and for other purposes. 

^1. Be it enacted by the General A. terribly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That aa the soil of 
the Stale of Kentucky has been invaded by armed 
foroes, acting under the authority of the so-called 
Confederate States, therefore, for the purpose of re- 
pelling said invasion tho Governor of the State of 
Kentucky is heroby directed to issue his proclama- 
tion forthwith, calling out not less than forty thous- 
and soldiers, residents and eitiaene of Kentuoky, 
between the ages of eighteen and forty-five years, 
to be mustered into the servioe of this Common- 
weaTtk for any term of aervloe not leea than twelve 
months nor more than three years, from the time 
they were mustered Into servioe, unless sooner 
discharged.

g 6. j . hat tho Governor be also authorised to 
accept the services of fifteen hundred men, in ad- 
dition to the forty thousand men provided for by 
this act, one thousand to be used av sharp shoot- 
ers and scouts, and five hundred to be used ae 
horsemen and soouts, they furnishing their own 
horses: Provided, That no person shall be accept- 
ed in this arm of the servioe unless his skilll and 
capacity have been tested by the General in ootn- 
mand, or such offioer as he may detail for that 
purpose: And provided aleo, That snoh persons 
shall receive five dollars per month of extra pay. 

$ 6. That each horseman for the servioe of bis 
horse shall receive five dollars per month; and in 
case his horse is killed by the enemy, he shall be 
paid tbe value of the horse, not oxoeeding one 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

3 7. That the commander in the field mayor 
g&nite individuals who tender themselves into 
oompanies, and such companies as may tender 
themselves into squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, and permit them to eloot their officers, who 
shall, when so elected, be commissioned by the 
Governor on the certificate of the General com- 
manding. 

That the Governor is authorised to aooept 
the services of squadrons, battalions, find regi- 
ments, when tendered as such, and commission 
the offioers elected by the squadrons, battalions, 
acd regiments so organised. The election of offi- 
cers by any oompany, battalion, squadron or reg- 
iment, shall be superintended and conducted by 
anyjustloeof the peace or Judge of tbe oounty 
oourt who may be oalled on for tnat purpose, and 
such iustise or judge snail certify to tho military 
board the nnmee of the officers elected, acd for 
what offioe each is elected and thereupon said 
beard, if they approve the proceedings, shall cer- 
tify to the Governor the names of the offioers 
elected, acd what offioe they have been respective- 
ly elected to fill, who shall Issue commissions in 
oocformlty to such certificate. 

9 9. That tbe oommandieg General shall be en- 
titled to appoint and employ such staff offioers 
and with snoh rack, at the Inspector General Is 
empowered to appoint by the lltb section of the 
3d article of the aet, entitled “an act for the bet- 
ter organisation of tbe Kentucky militia," ap- 
proved March 6, i860; and be lhall have tbe au- 
thority oonfsrred on said Inspector General by 
the 10th, lltb, acd 12th aeotiens of said article of 
said act.

same pay and rations as are allowed the troops of 
the United States of the same rank and grade.

This proclamation discloaingasit does the 
waning progress of the rebellion in Missouri, 
inspires the hope of an early restoration of 
peace to the State. There will be fighting 
on a small scale, in some parts of this State, 
during the coming winter, and disorders in 
our government and society for sometime 
afterwards, but no battles are probable as 
the enemy is not able to fight important en- 
gagements. Henceforth our duty will be 
mainly te watch the enemy. We have the 
State in our possession, and are dow required 
only to hold it, and that this will be effectu- 
ally done, cannot admit of a doubt. — St.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

Whlrzab, tbe following act of the General An 
sembly of the Condraon wealth of Kentucky, cor- 
dially approved by me on the 20th instant, ia the 
law of the land, I think proper, in the cxerciue of 
my executive duties, to make the same promptly 
known to the public, a 3 I do hereby, and I do 
hereby enjoin all citiiens and residents of this 
State to be obedient to all the requirements there 
of, to the end that lhe humane and noble pur 
posea of the Legislature may be faithfully effec 
ted. The raid act of the General Assembly is as 
follows : 

Resolutions providing for the peace and yuGt of 
theextiieno of thi**Commonwealth, 

Whereao, The people of Kentucky have, from 
the beginning, ardently desired and still cherish 
the hope that they may not be involved in the un- 
natural prevailing civil strife; that Kentucky U 
now, as she ovenha? been, willing and ready to in- 
terpose her friendly mediation in adjusting terms of 
peace and reconciliation alike honorable andjuat 
to all; but as her wishes to mediate and restore 
harmony may not avail at present and it is 
desirable that the people in the mean firae should 
act in harmony and beat peace among themselves, 
£0 that if they shall be involved in war, they will, 
a- far as possible, relieve and paliate its calami- 
ties; therefore, 

Resolved by the General Aeeembly of the Com- 
monweakh of Kentucky, That if collisions between 
hostile armies shall take place within our territo- 
ry, that it is most earnestly recommended to the 
people of Kentucky not to engage in said strife 
amongst themselves on account of differences of 
political opinions: that it is the duty of the people 
to be obedient to the civil authorities, and respect, 
in times of war a? well as peace, all the rights 
guaranteed to every citizen by the constitution 
and laws of the land; ’that all good citizens, how- 
ever they may differ in political opinions, should 
unite in protecting each other in their rights of 
life, liberty, and property, against all and every 
invasion thereof by unlawful raids, mobs, maraud 
ing bandt, or other ev tl-dispozed persons, and aid 
the civil authorities in arresting all such persons 
and bringing them before the courts for trial. 

2. Resolved, That we, the Representatives of the 
present General Assembly, hereoy pledge ourselves 
to a strict observance of the foregoing resolutions, 
and earnestly recommend a like observance by 
all the people of the State of Kentucky.

East Tennessee. 

The movements of the gallant Union men 
of East Tennessee continue to afford a mat- 
ter of unfeigned alarm as well as of daily 
chronicle to the Secession press. It is a 
moot mortifvingconsideration that we should 
derive from Secession sonrees all our intelli- 
gence respecting these indications of unaba- 
ted loyalty to the National Government — a 
loyalty which has not only refused to blench 
in the presence of revolutionary violence, 
but has even survived the apparent desertion 
of a Government which boasts of an army 
reaching to the number of 660,000. It is 
greatly to be regretted that of this large force 
no portion can be diverted to the rescue and 
defense of the intrepid Unionists of East 
Tennessee, who have deserved something 
better than a baiter as a reward for their per- 
sistent fidelity to the national flag We ap- 
pend from recent Southern journals some 
very painful intimations under this head

A letter from one of our subscribers, a 
Colonel in the Confederate service, dated 
Russellville, Tennessee, December 3, savs 
that the tories and bridge burners have not 
all left East Tenneesee yet. Since we drove 
them from theChiraney Top Mountains they 
have collected in Cocke and Hancock coun- 
ties, where our citizen soldiers have made 
two unsuccesaful attempts upou them.

Garrett Hall, formerly of Morgan county, 
Tennessee, but who for some months has 
been with the East Tennessee Lincoln troops 
in Kentucky, was arrested in that county on 
Monday last and brought to this city by 
Confederate troops. We understand that 
when arrested he was acting in the capacity 
of a recruifieg officer for Lincoln's army in 
Kentucky. He is represented as a desper- 
ate man, and in making the arrest he was 
shot by one of the Confederate party, but, 
we learn, not severely wounded. Consider- 
able curiosity wag manifested by the citizens 
on his arrival, everybody wanting to get a 
peep at the “mule.” lie was lodged in the 
city jail. 

FROM EAST TENNESSEE. 

A private dispatch from Koozville, re- 
ceived in Richmond, brings information that 
several skirmishes had occurred between the 
Lincolnites and Confederates near Morris- 
town, with what results was not stated.

whatever may be felt is in subjection to a 
wholesome fear of rupture with thisGovern 
raent, unmistakable in] its manifestations. 
And what is more, in relation to this matter, 
high authority there seems to have fairly 
anticipated and settled the questions that 
hare arisen from the picking up of the Reb- 
el Commissioners, as affording not only no 
cause for war but not even cause tor com 
plaint! Indeed, the better opinion now is, 
on all sides, that our government, represen- 
ted by Captain Wilkes, acted with remarka- 
ble forbearance in not seizing the British 
steamer, as well as the contraband passen- 
gers on board of her. 

What remains, then, to complete the ex' 
tinguishment of their hopes it is hard to 
surmise. The disappointments and losses 
that have fallen upon them of late have been 
manifold ; and if it should so happen that 
whilst the Rebel steamer at Southampton is 
getting that “new deck" the James Adger 
or some other Government steamer should 
be found lying in wait for her, the climax of 
their disasters with reference to the “roving 
commission" — as the New Orleans Crescent 
irreverently termed the leaders abroad — 
wonid be reached As for William L. Yan- 
cey aod his fellow-revolutionists, sven the 
London fishmongers cannot stomach than ; 
and we fancy that the new missionary, with 
the odium of the Nashville’s piratical ex- 
ploit clinging to him, will fare no belter. 
Even the truculment Tiroes is constrained to 
frown upon the advent of tue pirate steamer 
at Southampton. 

In view of the bitter humiliations endstred 
by tbe revolutionists, already over there, the 
two consigned to Fort Warren ought to con- 
gratulate themselves most heartily that they 
were stopped on the way. Unable to get 
a hearing, branded almost as would-be par-

Pensacola.— As Pensacola is just now an 
object of peculiar interest, a brief notice of 
it mav not be out of place.

There 
is no place south of Mason & Dixon’s line, 
with the exception, perhaps, of St Augus- 
tine, which can compare with it for its health- 
fulness throughout the year. Many of the 
inhabitants to this day speak the Spanish 
language The completion of the railroad 
from the north, since the war commenced, 
insures its being in tbe future a great cotton 
mart, but hitherto its chief business has been 
the exportation of lumber. The capacity of 
the numerous mills tributary to the harbor 
Pensacola was sufficient in 1859 to saw 300,- 
000 feet of lumber a day. In 1858, 31,000,000 
feet were shipped The arrivals and de- 
partures of merchant vessels amounted in 
the same year to three hundred.

Pensacola, by ito unrivaled strategic position 
and facility for interior communication, has 
a natural guardianship over the trade of the 
delta of the Mississippi. As a rendezvous 
for national ships, it can be made an im- 
pregnable phint d appui. It stands in the 
same relation to the Gull of Mexico that 
Toulon does to the Mediterranean "

• They have 700 members in Sesrcey, 
Van Buren, Newton, and IzarJ counties, and 
1,700 in the whole State They have a regu- 
lar system of signs and passwords, and 
are furnished with supplies of money from 
the Niythern camps. The constitution 
makes it obligatory upon every member to 
hazard his life in aid of another in distress, 
and the penalty of expressing any of the se- 
crets of the organization is death * * * 

“Col. Lewis reports that those already 
taken were well supplied with arms and am- 
munition, and infers that those still at large 
are equally well equipped. Gen. Burgevin 
reports further to tbe authorities in reference 
to the disaffection of tbe people in that sec- 
tion, and gives the names of certain individ- 
uals engaged in fomenting discontent among 
them. Those who have been taken acknow- 
ledge tbeirjcrime, plead nothing exteuating, 
but only beg for their lives." 

Rebel outrage in Nicholas county. 

By the following extract, taken from a let- 
ter dated “Carlisle, Nicholas county, Dec.

With such a 
regiment, and be at its head, we would have 
no fears of the rebels in North-eastern Ken- 
tucky.”

were landed in the United States. 

The number of emigrants arrived at New 
York for the week ending Tusday last was 
ouly 183, a smaller number than has been 
reported in one week for several years. The 
total number of arrivals since the commence- 
ment of tbe year is 64,305, against 100,008 
for the corresponding period in I860.
